Conforming with your request for an estimate on the cost 
of printing the book on "“Pre~Hmperial Coinage of Rome™. We have 
counted the manuscript line for line, and estimate it will make 
184 pages, if printed in the size of type and type-page of the 
"Catalogue of the International Medallic Exhibition"; for 500 copies 
of this size and number of pages printed on Berksnire Text paper, 
as the catalogue you sent, sewed back and paper cover gluec, we 
estimate the cost to be petween 9550 and $600, if there are noi plates 
in the text. For each insert on coated paper tipped in, tne additional 
cost will be approximately $9.00. 


if the cuts' are to be printed, in the text, the paper wid, 
oF @ourse, be a smooth: finish paper like the Journal paper, andthe 
number of pages wiil be increased in proportion as you add few or 
many cuts. Not being able to determine the size or number of the 
cuts,il-cannot' say how many pages the book would make with the -cuts 
included, but for 184 pages the approximate cost will be ~850-$700, 
or approximately 63.90 per page, as against approximately 93200 per 
page for the rough paper edition. For each additional page over the 
184, the cost of the edition with the cuts in the text will be approx- 
imately $3.75 per page. 


This is as close &n approximation as Iocan give you oi the 
St of the manuscript printed with the cuts on tne same page as the 
text. 


You will note my price is for paper covered books, and if 
the Society wishes any, or all of tne books bound in an ordinary good 
cloth binding, lettered. in gold, not more than three lines on the 
back, the cost will be approximately 12-154 ada itionel for each such 
copy so bound.

I am herewith submitting figures on the book by 
Mr. Kraucz, on the Pre-Imperial Coinage of Rome. I submitted the 
pook to two printers, T. R. Marvin & Son, Boston and John A. Philips 
f this City. Both had the same specification which are as follows:- 
184 pages, size of type, type page, same as the small International 
Medallic Fxhibition Catalogue, printed on Berkshire text paper, 500 
copies, sewed hack, paper cover glued. Marvin's estimate is between 
$560 and #600. Philip's estimate is $800. These prices are for an 
anillustrated book. As we do not know yet how many, or the kind of 
illustrations we would want, it is almost impossible to give any 
figure, but I had Marvin figure out approximations®°of several propositions 
to include cuts. They will be found in the letter from Marvin attached 
herewith. A letter from Philip is also attached.

In the course of last summer,I submitted to your society,at 
the hands of Mr. Eaw. T. Newell and Mr. Howland Wood,a manuscript en= 
titled "The Pre-Imperial Coinage of Rome". This work,a product of four 
years of labor,has been approved of by two Chicago University profess- 
ors of Latin and Archaeology and,both,Mr. Newell and Mr. Howland,1l be~ 
lieve,have recognized its merit as a refernce work for students and 
collectors, 

The latter two gentlemen have informed me that your body will 
have final decision as to its publication,which I have requested as a 
matter of numismatic interest,especially in view that a similar work 
has never been published in the United States and that it shone be 
printed under the auspices of the foremost numismatic body of America. 
This work has been to me a labor of love and I do not expect 
to make any money out of it,leaving the arrangements,as far as the fi- 
nancial end is concerned,entirely to you.
